THAT NEW ELECTION BILL. 


The proposed new election law is said 
to 
have 
been 
written by Porter Newman, E. S. Hurt of Madill and James 
Mathers of Ardmore. As a m atter of fact the proposed elec­ 
tion law is merely a rewrite of the old bill, written and sub­ 
mitted by the leaders of the socialist party. The bill seeks to 
do three things: 
First—It seeks to reorganize the state board of elections 
so as to give Governor W alton control over the election ma­ 
chinery and take it out of the hands of the secretary of lhe J m 
board, who is appointed under the present law, by the state 
senate. 
Second— The proposed law seeks to provide a scheme of 
registration which will guarantee the registration of negroes 
in those counties where there is a large colored vote. This is 
a “sop” to the republican party; and 
Third— The proposed law would make it easy to organize 
additional parties and put their candidate’s names upon the 
ballot. Any little group desiring to start a political party, 
would only have to circulate a petition and secure 10,000 
names in order to be a party of legal 
standing. 
Securing 
10,000 signatures to any sort of a petition in a state of more 
than 2,000,000 persons, is a comparatively easy thing to do. 
We know of no reason why any good citizen, be he democrat 
or republican, should support the proposed election law. 
The law under which we now operate is certainly defec­ 
tive and ought to be amended, but it ought not be replaced 
By one far more vicious. The greatest difficulty with the pres­ 
ent law is to secure men as members of the county board of 
election and registrars who will obey the law. The registration 
law is practically disregarded in nearly every county in the 
state, because the county registrars assume to know what is 
best for the state regardless of law. The same thing can be 
said as regards p r e c i n c t election boards. The precinct boards 
receive printed instructions which are very explicit.All precinct 
boards give out these instructions where they fail to agree 
with them. 
Under the law as it now exists, all the ballots are count­ 
ed by four counters, generally two republicans and two demo­ 
crats and at least one member of each party sees each ballot.

IMPEACHMENT PROCEDURE. 


The American system of impeachment of officials was 
bqrrowed from the British. In that country the house of com­ 
mons prefers the charges and the house of 
lords 
tries the 
offender. 
In the system of checks and balances provided in the 
fgderail constitution the power of impeachment was lodged in 
congress. The house acts as a grand jury while the senate 
s$s as 
court to hear the evidence and pass on its suffi­ 
ciency. That no partisan majority may use its power to re­ 
move an objectionable official it is provided that a twq-thirds 
vote must be had in order to convict. This provision saved 
President Johnson from being thrown out of office in 1868, 
he being acquitted by only one vote. When calmer views pre­ 
vailed il was realized that to have convicted Johnson would 
have been nothing short of a crime 
at 
the 
hands 
of 
his 
enemies.

Most of the state constitutions follow closely the federal 
in this respect. The house investigates and 
passes 
on the 
charges and in case they are sustained a committee is ap­ 
pointed to prosecute the case before the senate sitting as a 
court of justice.

“GLEAN I NGS FROM THE 
FIELD Ob INDIAN HISTORY” 


Aside from Kit Carson, there is 
no question but what Bill Bent and 
Yellow Bear, Mas chief of the Arapa­ 
ho Indians 
Mere the 
Imto 
most 
noted characters of the West for 
a decade preceeding the Mar be­ 
tween the States. Yellow Bear was 
Bent’s warmest friend and saved his 
life many times. He was not only 
true to the old trader, but through 
his ’Influence chiefly, 
Uncle Sam 
Mas 
enabled 
to 
keep 
peace 
for 
many years with the twro most pow­ 
erful tribes of the plains— the Chey­ 
ennes and the Araphahos. Like all of 
his race of that day, he was Mah­ 
out culture but possessed great per­ 
sonal bravery 
and 
characteristics 
that made friend and foe alike re­ 
spect him. 
It was July, 1851?, near Fort At- 
jkinson, while the allied tribes of 
the KiOM*as and Comanches had as­ 
sembled iii vast numbers, impatient­ 
ly Malting for Charles Fitzpatrick, 
the Government agent, long over­ 
due, with presents 
and 
annuities 
that the startling news was receiv­ 
ed at Independence, Missouri, that 
Fort Atkinson on 
the 
Arkansas 
j River had been captured by the In- 
j diana, that Bill Bent’s wagon train 
intercepted and all massacred. This 
proved false but not entirely with­ 
out foundation. 
Fort Atkinson was built of adobo 
or sundried brick and covered Mith 
canvas. Its location had been chos­ 
en for the convenience of nearby 
Indian 
tribes and to protect the 
Santa Fe trade. The Arkansas River 
M -as close by but often in the sum­ 
mer it M’as dry. The country was 
! barren, affording very little grass 
and no wood. 
| 
Two weeks had passed and no 
agent yet had made his appearance. 
Tin* Indians had borne the delay 
M l h t patience considering their sur­ 
roundings. Their horses were half 
starved and their own food alima t 
gone. Many had come for hundreds 
of miles. The situation was tenfce 
and there were plain signs of hostil­ 
ities. Some of

J older heads said, "We Will wait ten 
days and if the presents are ‘ pot

Such 
was the dangerous condi­ 
tion occasioned by the delay. Char­ 
les Fitzpatrick M!as an old moun­ 
taineer an Indian trader and knew 
an Indian like he knew himself, 
but he could do nothing. The fault 
lay with the Government though its 
mistakes were likely to be Visited 
uf»cn .the bead of its agent, who 
Mas thus placed in a most trying 
position; liable to be Instantly sac­ 
rificed to the frenzy of the enraged 
and abused Indians.

these 
circumstances 
tho 
garrison was momentarily expecting 
an 
attack. 
Great’ excitement 
pre­ 
vailed and it I was determined 
to 
send to the i&atos Tor help. The 
commanding officer undertook the 
commission himself, leaving the fort 
in charge of a second lieutenant 
said a sergeant. They were valiant 
men and u«ed evdry means In their 
pbwer to keep the Indians quiet 
and from getting possession of the 


the eventing they departed and when

made his demands, giving his rea­ 
sons therefor- Scleral chiefs were 


one, the soldiers grasped each bib 
e r'y -hynda-itt—liftppy congratulations^ 
thankful that they had .’escaped a 
tragedy of; ruin and carnage that 
TTim^btyn visited on so many others. 
No more trouble came that night. 
The Indians had moved a few miles 
up the river and everything was 
quiet and orderly. But as the dang­ 
er diminished the commanding of­ 
ficer remembered with shame and 
indignation, 
the 
insult 
and 
out­ 
rage of the KioM’a, not only to his 
soldier 
but 
to the United States 
government as w’ell and determined 
to have the offender arrested and 
properly punished, as an example to 
the rest 
and In t defense of the 
honor of his country. He had not 
the least doubt that he could march 
up and take the in d ian from his 
friends and his tljfrc without op­ 
position. lf ti^oubl^ 
came, 
their 
dashing 
and 
darting 
appearance, 
backed by two fifld pieces, would 
bring them to terms. Imagine their 
surprise when they marched out to 
find themselves flanked on either 
side and the river in the rear. In­ 
stantly 
their 
ardor 
and 
courage 
cooled. The lieutenant, hoMTever, led 
the way to the Council lodge and 
nds, 
SJR 
present, T er-haw-sen,’ the 
Kiowa, 
Shaved-head, chief of tile Comanches 
several 
Cheyenne chiefs, and Yel­ 
low Bear, the Arapaho. The latter 
being friendly with the whites, tried 
to dissuade the others from mo­ 
lesting the troops as any such aet 
would bring upon them 
the 
ven- 
gence of the United States govern­ 
ment. besides they would lose all 
chance of obt&iqjgu: 
the presents 
they were waiting for. This advice 
had very little effect. A brief con­ 
sultation was held after which the 
offender vras led forward between 
two Kiowa braves, with the sar­ 
castic remark. “ Here is the rascal—• 
take him.” The Indians now gath­ 
ered up closer and closer, yelling 
and jeering until scarcely a word 
could be heard. In despair the sol­ 
diers looked into each others faces. 
Presently the quick-witted lieuten­ 
ant approached Ter-Hausen, extend­ 
ing his hand most graciously, told 
him lie appreciated their willing­ 
ness to have the guilty culprit pun­ 
ished,

and his few compatriots, they were 
saved.

Another week's time had gone by 
when a train of five wagons was 
slowly rumbling along the banks 
of the Arkansas toward the fort, 
a distance of some fourteen miles 
aM'ay. These wagons were drawn by 
oxen, six lo each wagon, and com- 
nrlsed the wagon train of the no­ 
torious Bill Bent who was on his 
way to St. Vrain’s Fort on the 
South Platte, where a few years 
previous he had established a trad­ 
ing post. There were about sixteen 
persons In the company a’nd among 
the number, Yellow Bear, who had 
been waiting for Bent at Fort At- 


gateway and 
ordered 
to

down' any Indians that might at­ 
tempt to pass.

fort. Sentinels were placed at the.kinnon, having agreed to meet him 
there, but learning of his approach 
had hastened to join him, fearing 
Mould be massacred by the Co- 
iintil

a nJ®l,ches as his was the first train 
along since the troubles 
commenc­ 
ed. 
They advanced slowly, the entire* 
distance being lined with infuriated 
savages, but finally reached the fort 
and for two days the Indians re­ 
mained quiet. But still the delin­ 
quent agent came not and affairs 
were beginning to grow dark and 
ominous again. Bill Bent had moved 
bls train up the river about a quart­ 
er of a mile. f lf tth e sake of pas­ 
turage for bis stock and because 
he Intended (o move on in a day 


or so to St. Vrain’s. Knowing; he 
had goods to dispose of, the In­ 
dians were anxious to trade and 
continually came into camp. At first 
they were quiet but soon became 
insolent and 
troublesome. 
Small 
parties were observed moving about 
stealthily and among 
the 
crowd 
that thronged the camp where many 
with their faces blackened which 
indicated anything but peace. Sev­ 
eral chiefs came up and demanded 
something, “on the prairie,”; (free 
gift) arid even attempted to seize 
blankets and loose articles lying 
about. Bent fully comprehended the 
danger and knew ^ that ‘any con­ 
cession 
on 
his 
part 
would 
only 
make them bolder. Twice a daring 
brave tried to 
snatch 
the 
very 
trinkets from B e ll’s hands. Matters 
were approaching a crisis and*ff' 
evident that help m i^t be obtain­ 
ed from the fort. Meanwhile, Bent’s 
old friend, Yellow'Bear, was sit-* 
ting on a blanket near one of the 
wagons, apparently heedless of all* 
that was transpiring. . Presently a 
low muttering sound 
was 
passing from 
brave to 'brave/4 
gradually increased in volume and 
tone. It was the war song of tho 
Comanches and every moment Bent 
expected an attack. Quietly and al­ 
most unobserved, Yellow Bear pass­ 
ed out of the camp, 
but 
Bent’a 
ever-watchful eye saw hiih and un-*’ 
derstood. The storm was o n , ' | 
red-skinned warriors wrere surging 
back and forth In a fury,

them in check until Yellow 
returned with help. 
As a, last- resort Bent rolled a 
eg of sugar to the front* of the 
wagon, knocked the head Out with 
one blow and called the chiefs to 
draw nearer as he wished to hare 
a talk with them, at the same time 
directing their attention 
to 
the 
‘saccharine consoler” at 
his 
Bide. 
natantly they gathered around him ‘ 
aud he began filling their mouths 
with sugar, an iron spoonful at a 
time. In this way a*long half hour 
passed. The sugar was getting low 
and his hopes well-nigh gone when 
suddenly a mounted Comanche dart­ 
ed into the midst of the 
throng 
M'lth the news that the troops were 
coming. In a moment, 
with 
one 
piercing, 
parting 
yell, 
every 
In­ 
dian was gone and once again the 
camp M'as saved. But the end was 
not yet. Night came on and all 
was quiet within and without the 
fort, save the sound of the moc- 
casined feet as they prowled about 
in the darkness, All slept uneasily. 
Presidency the whole place aroused. 
Men, Women, soldiers and teamsters, 
all rushing hither and thither, seek­ 
ing the cause of disturbance. The 
drum beat to arms and the garrison 
was mustered, but when counted 
there were four soldiers missing. 
‘‘Wiped out as sure as shooting,” 
said the old teamsters. “ Yes, they’re 
murdered.’' chimed in the women. 
HoM'ever, there was a mystery 
about It that was not cleared up 
until daylight came, a concerted plot 
had been laid by the Indians to 
attack the fort and Bent’s camp 
at the same time and totally an­ 
nihilate them. Four of the soldiers 
had deserted and in their move­ 
ments 
in 
scaling 
the walls 
had 
frightened the Indians .from their 
purpose. The whole party had nar­ 
rowly escaped a massacre. 
Nothing occurred that day until 
toward noon when the whites ob­ 
served a great commotion among 
the Indians. One of Bent’s 
men 
came in with the joyful news that 
the Comanches were breaking up. 
The reason of their sudden depart­ 
ure was not known until th e> next 
day when Major Sanderson,”at the 
head of two companies of mounted 
riflemen, arrived at the fort. The 
indian scouts had given their peo­ 
ple notice 
of 
the 
approaching 
troops and they did not think 
it 
wise to wait longer for presents. 
Tin* foregoing incidents are truo 
and from a part of the history of 
the Comanche, Cheyenne and Arapa­ 
ho Indians. They were citizens of 
our state before the first white 
man came and are tho only people 
who have a right to claim Oklaho­ 
ma as tlieir ancestral home.
